out stopping even to reiect whether
they may bave any dally way to go a
short time henoa

in Great Britain and [Italy, ls known
generally as the Industrimi or labor
problem, Tir. Butler explained, but he
found much more to it than that H»
was satigfled that It Included guestions
striking down to the foundations of clivil
soclety and national existence, He
noted too the helpless and Uisadvan-
tageous position of a sixth of a pop-
ulation, salary earners who stand be-
tween Intor and capital and canhot pos-

ultimatums of Fltzpalr ck and of Fosler
strongly resembling the nlt'matums of
Count Berchtold, Chancellor Bethmann-
Hollwer or Minlster von Jagow, and !hnt_
the world did not appear to realize that
the Fitzpatrick and Foster ultimotums
contained far more soeds of dange* both
to Europe and to America than ths Aus-
trian wltlmatum to Serbia contalned. It
was very necessary, Dr. Butler siid, for
the world to take a new view of these
labor confioty, classing thom with actual
wars and laboring to prevent them s
civilization tries to prevent war.

He finds thut one great Ltrouble with
the present altuat'on Is that too many
people have been speaking and thinking
of Inbor and capital as mure abstrac-
tions, struggling In some luvisible way
over the division of the product of Indus-
try. a method of thought false and dan-
gerous, for it does not sev that any In-
dustrial process s an  enterprise in
human cooperation, briaging togethee
three different kinds or sorts of coopera-
ting human belngs—those who work
with thelr hands, those who work with
thelr bralns, and those who work with
thelr savings—all alike essential to pro-
ductive Industry. Dr Butler prodecds,
then, to work out his belief that reason-
ohleness and cooperation will solve the
real labor problem.

“When the point has been made clear
that industry Is s cooperative enterprise,
then it follows that those who work with
their brains and those who work with
their savings are entltled to take part in
the organ zation and direction of the
industry and to have a volee In détermin-
Ing the conditions under which their co-
operation shall be given and continued.
